the causes which induced the am- 
Litious Flambard to advise another 


survey, which was considered as one 
of the greatest grievances of the 
tyranny of William Rufus. Other 
general surveys, in the nature of 


Domesday, were made from time to 
time Henry J. made similar in- 
quiries, and a most curious descrip. 
tion of AVinchester is extant, result- 
ing from the inquest of the eight- 
seore and six burgesses impanelled 
before the commissioners, in’ which 
we have the particulars of every 
house in the city which paid “Land- 
gauble,”’ or ground rent to the King in 
the days of Edward the Confessor, 
and at the time when the survey was 
made,

Churchill harbor seems to be the best 
natural harbor on the west coast of the 
bay, tnuch excavation, probably in 
rock, would be required to obtain the 
necessary depth for a commercial port, 

As for the river Churehill itself, he 
states that it is full Sf rapids and falls, 
and not of much use as a transport 
route, though offering great facilities 
for the development of power for the 
electrification of the railway if desired. 

Port Nelson harbor is deseribed as 
requiring improvement by dredging a 
channel for a distance of about ten 
tiles, but this would probably be an 
usy matter,

Fish Catch of Canada 25 Millions 

Ottawa.—The total value of the fish 
enught in the Canadian waters during 
1908 was $25,451,085. This is the most 
significant statement made in the an- 
nual report of the fisheries branch of 
the department of marine and fisher. 
ies. The revenue in 1908 was less than 
that of 1907 by $48,264, and less than 
1106 by $828,400. This was the second 
highest year on record, 1905 being the 
record year, 

For that year the total revenue was 
from two and a quarter to four and a 
quarter million dollars ahead of the 
years 1002-3-4. Although the total for 
1908 is less than for the two preceding 
years, the upward tendency has been 
well maintained. Six commercial fish 
caught in Canadian waters had a total 
value of over a million dollars in 1908 
They were: Salmon, $4,814,200; lob- 
ser, $4,200,279; cod, $3,361,400; her- 
ring, $2,471,963; mackerel, $1,556,810; 
halibut and whitefish come next in or. 
der the catch being valued at $519,626.
